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REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1957 
M. MILuiken, Director 


1957 will always rank as a unique year in the history of The 
Cleveland Museum of Art. On April 1 it was deemed necessary 
to close the Museum proper to the public in order that the 
original structure could be readapted to new uses and the whole 
complex arranged so that in that way the integration of the old 
and the New Wing could both be functional and aesthetically 
planned. The reopening in March, 1958 will show how essential 
this was and how successful the result has been. 

The Trustees and staff faced this problem with deep mis- 
givings. It meant a dislocation of all activities within the 
Museum. It meant a tremendous dislocation of the services the 
Museum has given and could give to the public. The leasing of 
the old Cleveland Institute of Art building, however, in part 
eased the latter problem. The opening of the new Cleveland 
Institute of Art across the street from the Museum had fortu- 
nately made available the old structure nearby on Magnolia and 
Juniper Drives at a time needed, and thus with a minimum of 
effort the Museum was able to continue there the greater part 
of its educational program. It also made possible the holding of 
the Annual May Show on a slightly reduced scale and it per- 
mitted a limited exhibition and lecture program. 

What was gained in closing the Museum was a sense of 
absolute security; the collections of the Museum were subjected 
to a minimum of danger. Dust alone could have caused untold 
damage. All of these risks were overcome by moving the col- 
lections and the personnel into the west section of the New Wing 
and placing the greater part of the collections in the three new 
storage areas designed specifically for decorative arts, paintings, 
and oriental art. The print and textile collections were placed 
in temporary quarters in the New Wing. The Library was 
sealed until such time as its new quarters were available and 
the Armor Court and galleries 6, 7, and 8 were similarly isolated 
by elaborate nearly dust-proof partitions. This gave a “dead 
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storage” for less important material and a place where heavy 
sculpture, publications, which could be packed and sealed, and 
other items not susceptible to dust, could be stored. 

The organization and scheduling of these dislocations and the 
subsequent and successive moves of material of all kinds into 
the final sections allotted to them was accomplished with an 
almost magical efficiency. This was made possible by the careful 
scheduling of the contractors and by the organization of the 
whole to fit dead-lines, by the Associate Director, Sherman E. 
Lee. The devoted, imaginative, and resourceful carrying out of 
this program by the Superintendent’s Department and the statt 
was achieved by tremendous but most rewarding effort. A great 
debt of gratitude is due to all for the efficiency with which 
almost insuperable obstacles were met. 

As a result of the closing of the Museum, the attendance for 
the year was greatly reduced, yet the number, 210,592, was 
gratifying. This figure does not measure, however, the full im- 
pact of the Museum on the community because the educational 
program was organized differently in order to bring a maximum 
of service directly to the schools. 

Through all this period a major preoccupation was to find the 
funds to finance the greater building costs which the re- 
adaptation of the old building entailed. Only when the work 
was in process was it possible to estimate correctly the larger 
sums needed. Hanna Fund and The John Huntington Art and 
Polytechnic Trust increased their already very generous con- 
tributions for this purpose and the steady stream of unsolicited 
gifts from members and friends was added to the funds already 
allocated. That so much money was raised without a campaign 
of any kind, is a tribute to the overwhelming cooperation of the 
membership of the Museum and the extraordinary quality 
which Cleveland and its satellite communities have always 
shown towards organizations in which they believe. It is 
estimated that the cost of the entire project will be about 
$g,200,000. 

It has been a year that has been saddened by the deaths of 
three Trustees, all of whom had a most important part in the 
development of the Museum. The sudden death of G. Garretson 
Wade on June 29 was followed on October 20 by the death of 
his brother-in-law, Edward B. Greene. So, in one year the 
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Museum lost two Trustees who had carried on in a most wonder- 
ful fashion the concern and interest of the Wade family. On 
October 5 Leonard C. Hanna, Jr. passed away at Hilo Farm in 
nearby Mentor. It had been hoped that he might be spared to 
see the Museum opened. To a most extraordinary degree, 
through the generosity of Hanna Fund and his own personal 
concern, he had seen the Museum dream become an actuality. 
All who saw his joy at the moment of the laying of the corner- 
stone, will carry that memory in their hearts and his spirit will 
always live in the Museum he loved so devotedly. It was 
characteristic of him that he wished no wing named after him, 
no room, no special mention of any kind. He was another 
example of that selfless service which has always marked the 
great donations to The Cleveland Museum of Art. 

Three members of the Advisory Council also died during the 
year: Mrs. Homer H. Johnson who with her husband had set up 
the Mr. and Mrs. Homer H. Johnson Fund; Mrs. Elroy J. 
Kulas who with her husband had been so instrumental in the 
reconditioning of the McMyler organ, and Mrs. William G. 
Mather, widow of the fourth President of the Museum. In her 
lifetime Mrs. Mather had very graciously made available one- 
half of the very substantial bequest of her husband in which 
she had a life interest. She had further given the sum of $50,000 
in memory of Mr. Mather, this amount to go with other funds 
to make possible the exterior Court of the Museum. Her interest 
in the Fine Arts Garden had been continuous through the vears 
and her vivid and contagious concern for everything that was 
worthwhile in the community leaves a legacy of interest which 
it will be hard to replace. Her gift for the study of the entire 
University Circle development has made possible a dream which 
is incumbent upon all the organizations which share this area 
to bring to reality. It was also with regret that the Trustees 
recorded the resignation of Frank J. Taplin, from the Advisory 
Council, at the time of his departure from Cleveland to accept 
an important position at Princeton University. 

At no time has the help of the Junior Council been of greater 
value. They have aided in securing funds through the large 
Building and Endowment Fund in their name. They expressed 
their desire to aid in every way possible in the details which led 
to the rededication of the Museum in March, 1958. They are 
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an informed and enthusiastic group and have been kept in 
touch, at all times, with the problems‘and program of the 
Museum. By word of mouth they have been invaluable in mak- 
ing known the ideals, the problems, and at the same time the 
accomplishments of the Museum. Mrs. Robert O. Alspaugh, 
Chairman, her Executive Committee, and her Committee 
Chairmen have made their program a highly useful one. 

The reopening of the Museum in 1958 and the dedication of 
the New Wing inevitably entailed by its size alone, far greater 
expenditures than before, for both administration and main- 
tenance. This has been recognized and emphasized through 
many years and from the moment when the initial gift of 
Mrs. Edward B. Greene was made in 1938 for the New Wing, 
the monies so given have been designated for Building and for 
Endowment. In no single year in the Museum’s history have 
such material additions been made by gift or bequest and 
although some of these sums only become available in 1958, 
1957 will always rank as the year when through the thoughts 
of many individuals, by their faith in the Museum and their 
belief in its future, the Museum has been assured of funds com- 
mensurate with its immediate necessities. All growing institu- 
tions, however, need and will need continuous giving to ensure 
their growth, but the selfless pattern made in the past years 
will be a stimulus to all those who can and will help as the 
years pass. 

During the year additional amounts under the Will of Julia 
Morgan Marlatt have been added to the Mr. and Mrs. William 
H. Marlatt Purchase Fund, established in 1942 through the 
death of several legatees who held life interests. These additions 
bring the total to $1,704,905.23. The sum of $80,000 was most 
generously bequeathed by G. Garretson Wade to establish an 
Endowment Fund in his name. The remainder of the substantial 
bequest of William G. Mather in which Mrs. Mather had a life 
interest, will also become available through her death. Finally, 
the announcement of the Bequest of Leonard C. Hanna, Jr. 
naming the Museum as his residuary legatee will make the 
Museum the recipient of a sum estimated at $20,000,000, the 
greatest single bequest in the Museum’s history. The income is 
to be devoted one-half for operating expenses and one-half for 
purchases. 
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At no time has the membership of the Museum shown such 
understanding devotion. In a year when the Museum was in a 
position where it could only render a greatly reduced service, 
members have not only continued their very necessary support, 
but that support has even been increased. A net gain of 560 
members brings the total to 7,394, by far the greatest member- 
ship in the history of the Museum. Further than that, in no year 
have so many of the smaller endowments been established, thus 
spreading the base of the Museum’s support even farther. Eight 
membership endowment funds have been created: the William 
B. McAllister Memorial, the Henry and Caral G. Greenberg, 
the Helen B. Warner, the Worcester Reed and Cornelia Blake- 
more Warner Memorial, the G. G. G. Peckham Memorial, the 
Edward M. Fritz Memorial, the Mr. and Mrs. R. Livingston 
Ireland, and the Mrs. Herbert G. Goulder Funds. This brings 
the total number of these funds to 99. Further, four Con- 
tributing Endowment Funds brought that number to a total 
of 40. They are the Richard Inglis Memorial, the H. Oothout 
Milliken Memorial, the Mr. and Mrs. Charles Farrand Taplin, 
and the Mr. and Mrs. Ellery Sedgwick, Jr., Funds respectively. 
This continuing contribution by so many according to their 
means, is an extraordinarily important element in the broad 
community support of the Museum. The total in these two 
types of funds is now $312,650.83, a very considerable sum 
which forms a part of the Membership Endowment Fund. These 
annual contributions are added to the principal of the Member- 
ship Endowment Fund which now totals $718,573.86 and form 
the growing portion of that fund. 

During the year the Bu/letin has continued as an invaluable 
means of liaison with the membership, the Museum, and 
scholarly world. It has enabled the Museum to publish many 
important acquisitions, to give reports on the progress of the 
building, to list gifts, bequests and membership and to record 
accessions to the Library. It is in demand all over the world and 
through the exchange material which comes to the Library, it 
enables the Cleveland Museum as well to keep in touch with 
the greater art world. While the Bulletin is scholarly in its 
approach, it always seeks to maintain a broad appeal for its 
large audience. It would fail if it did not give Clevelanders the 
chance to have authoritative material on the world treasures 
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that are theirs to enjoy, and at the same time reach scholars 
and cultural institutions as well. 

It is essential that publications become a definite part of any 
future program and the pattern has been very ably set in the 
past year. While the new Handbook of The Cleveland Museum 
of Art will be published in 1958, all the groundwork was laid 
in 1957. Through the planning and initiative of Sherman E. Lee, 
working with William E. Ward as Designer, Richard Godfrey 
as Photographer, and Adeline Schirripa as Editor, and a Com- 
mittee of the Director, Curators, and others who prepared the 
necessary material, a Handbook of a new, and it is hoped, useful 
format has been prepared with 924 small illustrations and a 
running text. It thus becomes, in its essence, a simple and useful 
manual for the visitor and a reference book for the scholar. A 
Golden Book was also prepared to be issued at the time of the 
reopening. It gave the story of the newly arranged Museum and 
its collections, an alphabetical list of donors who have through 
their generosity made this growth possible, and a list of the 
membership by categories as of December 31, 1957 to record 
those who through the years have helped the Museum and 
permitted it to give widespread service to the community. 

A catalogue of the Bequest of Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., of the 
gifts of Hanna Fund, and of his personal gifts through the years 
was also prepared for the inauguration of the New Wing. 
Further than that, the Director has written the text and chosen 
the illustrations for a book on The Cleveland Museum of Art 
which will be published in the early part of 1958. This is one of 
a series of books on world museums issued by Harry N. Abrams, 
Inc., Publisher, of New York. It has thirty-five colorplates and 
seventy-five black and white reproductions which cover in a 
general way a full range of masterpieces in the Museum’s 
collections. 

The Yournal of Aesthetics has as its Editor, Thomas Munro, 
Curator of Education in the Museum. The Business Office is at 
Western Reserve University so that these two great institutions 
thus have an all-important part in a magazine which is one of 
the most valued publications in this field in the world today. 

The accessions of the Museum for the past year have had to 
be on a restricted scale since the income of the major purchase 
funds, the Mr. and Mrs. William H. Marlatt, the John L. 
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Severance, and the J. H. Wade Funds, has been used for the 
building program by authority of a Court order. This has been 
unfortunate; however, in April of 1958 the funds once again 
will become available. 


PAINTING DEPARTMENT 


Although almost no funds were available for purchase, a 
certain number of really important acquisitions came as gifts. 
Outstanding among these is the miniature of Sir Thomas More 
by Hans Holbein the Younger, the last gift of Edward B. 
Greene, the distinguished collector. It is a worthy addition to 
the collection of portrait miniatures given by him during his 
lifetime. Also of importance is the Matthieu Le Nain, ‘Dance 
of the Boys and Girls” given by Mrs. Salmon P. Halle in 
memory of her husband Salmon Portland Halle. Mrs. Thomas 
P. Howell gave a fine “Madonna and Child”’ by a close follower 
of Anthony Van Dyck. In the modern field an Otto Butterlin 
offered by Mrs. Malcolm McBride, a John Heliker presented by 
Ralph L. Wilson, and a water color by Simon Lissim given by 
Forsyth Wickes were the most notable accessions. Cleveland 
works were also acquired, an Edith Hogen Peck, a gift of friends 
in memory of Mrs. Paul Smith, a Lillian Wilkins for the Harry 
and Birdie Price Chamberlin Memorial Collection and a con- 
siderable number of Cleveland oils and water colors acquired 
from the Thirty-Ninth Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleve- 
land Artists and Craftsmen. 

The major acquisition of the year, however, was the “‘Adora- 
tion of the Magi” by Titian, formerly in the Collection of 
Arthur Sachs. This was secured with funds to be made available 
from the Mr. and Mrs. William H. Marlatt Fund. It is a major 
work by this great Venetian artist, one of the few large canvases 
by his hand that could ever come upon the market. It is believed 
that it was painted for Philip II of Spain who is represented as 
the first Magus. 

The great part of the department’s activities were concerned 
with the dismantling and proper storage of the collections en- 
trusted to their care. This was also a time when the El Greco 
“The Holy Family” could be withdrawn for the extensive 
restoration that was necessary. The picture was found to be 
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sound in all essential parts and has come out with a brilliance 
which ranks it with only that artist’s masterpieces. 


DEPARTMENT OF PRINTS AND DRAWINGS 


During the past year only two purchases were made, a Cleve- 
land drawing by Francis J. Meyers, secured through the Cleve- 
land Travelling Exhibition Fund and a great fifteenth-century 
Florentine drawing by Fra Bartolommeo, a combined purchase 
from the Allen and Holden Funds with the addition of a sub- 
stantial gift from Hanna Fund. It is one of 41 sheets by this 
artist, sold at Sotheby and Company, London, in November. 
It was the Museum’s first choice of the entire lot and is con- 
sidered by many to be the most beautiful of a very distinguished 
group. 

There were many gifts especially from The Print Club. These 
include items in various techniques by Carriére, John Sloan, 
Bernard Butfet, Michel Ciry, and Picasso and three etchings by 
Piranesi from the “Prisons” given as a tribute to Mr. and Mrs. 
Lewis B. Williams. There were, in addition, a considerable 
number of pieces in black and white and in color also represent- 
ing different techniques. The drypoint by Peter Takal, the 
Print Club of Cleveland Publication No. 34, and the group of 
preparatory material for that print were also graciously pre- 
sented by that organization and as usual a group of Cleveland 
material was acquired from the Thirty-Ninth May Show. 

Individual members of The Print Club were also extremely 
generous, three mezzotints in color and a woodcut by the 
modern Japanese artists Yozo Hamaguchi and Shiko Munakata 
were presented by George P. Bickford; eleven prints by Nason, 
Wengenroth, Buhot, Veber, and Larson were added by Louis 
W. Black of Boston. Mr. and Mrs. Henry Sayles Francis, Mrs. 
Edward B. Greene, J. Byers Hays, Mrs. Malcolm McBride 
added items. Objects for the Mary Spedding Milliken Memorial 
Collection, the Mr. and Mrs. Charles G. Prasse Collection, and 
the Mr. and Mrs. Lewis B. Williams Collection were also pre- 
sented. From non-members of The Print Club came many gifts 
as well, a woodblock by Lyonel Feininger, the gift of Mrs. 
Feininger, a large group of Blampied and other prints given by 
Mary Greene Patch for the Lucy S. Greene Collection. Draw- 
ings came from Mr. and Mrs. Peter Takal and eleven fruit and 
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flower prints from Arnold M. Davis. A sculptor’s drawing, one 
of a group that the department is developing was given by the 
widow of Oscar Miestchaninoff. The gracious and generous aid 
of so many has in this fashion enabled the department to grow 
in many areas. 


DECORATIVE ARTS DEPARTMENT 


One exceptional purchase was made during the year, a Silver 
Vase, Byzantine, fourth century. Its acquisition was made 
possible by a gift from Mrs. Edward B. Greene and secured by 
future income from the J. H. Wade Fund. It is one of the finest 
works of art in the Museum and can be unquestionably ranked 
as the most important piece of antique silver in America and 
one of the most important of its period in the world. 

All the remaining objects acquired in 1957, with the exception 
of those by Cleveland artists, came by gift. Among these gifts 
were a goodly number of all-important pieces for the collections 
of the Arts of the Americas. Superlative examples of gold from 
Peru, examples of the very early Chavin cultures on the North 
Coast were acquired through the gracious generosity of Mr. and 
Mrs. Paul Tishman. From the same culture came the great 
rarity, a mortar and pestle in stone, given in memory of Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Humphreys, the gift of their daughter Helen. A 
silver mask and mummy appliques from Peru, Paracas, were 
given by Mrs. R. Henry Norweb. A pottery bowl, early Nasca 
and a wooden Kero of the Inca period were presented by 
William R. Carlisle. Finally, an outstanding group of gold trom 
Peru, Colombia, and Panama, the latter two pieces representa- 
tive of the Chiriqui culture and of the finds at Coclé, were gifts 
of Hanna Fund. 

In the realm of European art, the gifts represented works of 
various periods. Quite exceptional was the small scale statue of 
the Virgin in wood, Austrian, dating to the first half of the 
twelfth century. This rare and beautiful object was presented 
by Mr. and Mrs. Severance A. Millikin. From the same century 
but from the Valley of the Meuse came an enamel plaque, a 
gift of Rosamond Zverina, who graciously presented, as well, an 
illumination of the Annunciation, Italian, thirteenth century. 
A pair of Dutch candlesticks came from Mr. and Mrs. Isidor 
Rothstein. 
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Of great importance are the group of snuff boxes offered by 
Mrs. Edward B. Greene. Long on exhibition in the Museum 
and noted for their high quality, they form the most important 
group the Museum possesses. Also of the eighteenth century 
were the examples of Chinese export ware and English silver 
presented by Mr. and Mrs. Robert Hays Gries. 

A number of fine modern sculptures came from various 
sources, the exceptional ““Two Negresses” by Matisse from Mr. 
and Mrs. Harold T. Clark, the first sculpture by this artist in 
the Museum’s collection; the “Young David” by the con- 
temporary Italian, Giacomo Manzu, given anonymously; the 
small marble by the American, Charles Salerno, from Mrs. 
Malcolm L. McBride; the “Head of Ferdinand F. Tibeau” by 
Oscar Miestchaninoff given by his widow; and the fine “‘Stand- 
ing Woman” by Doris Caesar, presented by E. Weyhe. The 
important ““Rumination” by Clevelander William M. McVey 
was secured by the Norman O. and Ella A. Stone Fund from 
the May Show as was the free form bowl in enamel by John F. 
Puskas. Silver and pottery were acquired from the Silver 
Jubilee Treasure Fund from Frederick A. Miller and Norman 
Magden. Also from the May Show were the ceramics by 
Takaezu, Lakofsky, Mosgo and an enamel by Bates acquired 
for the Mary Spedding Milliken Memorial Collection. A beauti- 
ful piece of glass, “Portal to Immortality,” by Edris Eckhardt 
was a gift of The Cleveland Art Association. 


ORIENTAL DEPARTMENT 


Of quite exceptional importance was a superlative group of 
Chinese ceramics. These were in part the gift of Mr. and Mrs. 
Severance A. Millikin and in part a purchase from future in- 
come of the John L. Severance Fund. Among them is a group of 
Imperial Kian Ware in most part from the Palace Collection 
which gives Cleveland the most important group of these rare 
wares excepting only the Palace Collection on Formosa and the 
Sir Percival David Collection in London. 

Of a much earlier period is the terra-cotta horse of the Haniwa 
Period, third-fourth centuries, A.p., Japanese, given by Mrs. R. 
Henry Norweb. In the realm of painting, two delicately painted 
shells with representations of hunting scenes represent the 
extremely rare Chinese painting style of the Han Dynasty or 
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even earlier. One was given by Harold T. Clark in Memory of 
Flora L. Terry, the second by Homer H. Tielke in honor of the 
Fortieth Wedding Anniversary of his father and mother. 

Further gifts in the Chinese field include a monster caryatid 
in stone from Hsian T’ang Shan, late sixth century in date and 
presented anonymously. A squatting monster from the same 
site was acquired by exchange for the Fanny Tewksbury King 
Collection. A very early and extraordinarily rare handscroll of 
“Barbarians Adoring Shakyamuni” in ink and color on silk, 
attributed to Chao Kuang-fu was offered by Mr. and Mrs. 
Severance A. Millikin. A porcelain bowl of the Ming period was 
presented as an anonymous gift; from Nepal came the exquisite 
bronze of the thirteenth-fourteenth centuries given by Margaret 
F. Marcus in Memory of her mother, Dorothy Frost Wheeler; 
from India, the medieval period, a carved wooden panel was 
presented by George P. Bickford. 

There were no additions in the Classical and Egyptian collec- 
tions during the year. This was also true of the Near Eastern 
Department. 


TEXTILE DEPARTMENT 

This department was fortunate in acquiring a series of 
important acquisitions. The majority of them were from Peru, 
representative of various periods of its culture. Very early, 
South Coast, and from Paracas is the tapestry patch work 
acquired as a gift from John Wise. Slightly later, an example of 
Tiahuanaco Culture, and from the same generous donor, is the 
famous Blue Condor, one of the best known and most published 
tapestry pieces. This was graciously given in memory of 
Leonard C. Hanna, Jr. A third piece, a Poncho, South Coast of 
the Inca Period, just previous to the Spanish conquest, was 
presented by William R. Carlisle. 

From an entirely different area and extraordinarily rare is a 
silk textile, Chinese, T’ang Dynasty, and ninth century in date. 
It is particularly important as it seems to indicate direct 
Chinese influence on one of the great textile centers in Persia. 
This came as a gift from the Norweb Foundation. A scarf of 
nineteenth-century Flemish lace was a gift from Mrs. Harold 
T. Clark and a nineteenth-century reproduction of a Byzantine 
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silk from Krefeld, important for comparison and study, was 


offered by the Textile Arts Club. 


SPECIAL EXHIBITIONS 


The exhibition schedule was necessarily very largely cur- 
tailed by the closing of the Museum on April 1. The Charles 
Burchfield Exhibition continued for a short period after the 
holiday season and thus auspiciously started the New Year. 
However, the great exhibition of the year and one of the finest 
ever held in the Museum was the Pierpont Morgan Fiftieth 
Anniversary Exhibition circulated and lent by the Pierpont 
Morgan Library. The fact that Cleveland was chosen as the 
first exhibition place after its initial showing in New York was 
a cause of special pleasure. It was received with great enthusi- 
asm and attracted much discriminating public interest. Gifts of 
The Print Club were shown in the Museum as was the work of 
Museum classes. 

The next major exhibition was the Thirty-Ninth Exhibition 
of Work by Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen which initiated 
with striking success the series of exhibitions held in the Old 
Art School after the closing of the Museum. Following its 
successful showing there were a series of small exhibitions, a 
selection of American pictures and crafts, a series of exhibitions 
from the Extension Division of the Educational Department 
and the Print Department, and a photographic exhibition 
called “Chim’s Children.” Finally an exhibition of selected 
examples of Far Eastern Art for Asia Month was shown, one 
of a series of exhibitions held throughout the country under the 
auspices of the National Committee of ICOM at the time of 
the Unesco National Conference in San Francisco, whose 
general program was based on an East-West theme. 


DEPARTMENT OF MUSIC 

The Department of Musical Arts has been able to function 
very well. A recital by Tung Kwong Kwong, pianist, and a con- 
cert by the Lasalle Quartet were held in the Museum before its 
closing. The organ programs at the Museum necessarily ended 
on April 1 but a number of events were held at St. Paul’s 
Church, among them a piano recital by Marianne Matousek 
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Mastics, a fine concert by the singer Zelma George, and in 
May arecital by the great French organist André Marchal. The 
Annual Museum-sponsored concert by the St. Paul’s Festival 
Choir and members of the Cleveland Orchestra drew the year’s 
largest audience. They presented a first performance in Cleve- 
land of the Great Mass in E Flat by Schubert. A fall series of 
programs were given in the Auditorium of the new Cleveland 
Institute of Art. The Pauk Quartet, chamber music by Arnold 
Dolmetsch and Joseph Saxby, a concert by the Claremont 
String Quartet, and a Lieder recital by Aksel Schidtz gave a 
rich and varied fare. The Musart Society again aided the 
Museum greatly, making possible important programs and 
supplementing the basic support given by the McMyler 
Endowment. 


EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT 


The greatest consideration for the department was the closing 
of the Museum for nine months of the year. What might have 
been a long break in educational activities was prevented by 
the happy expedient of renting the Old Art School Building. 
Statistics did drop but not nearly as much as expected and a 
surprisingly large number of schools were accommodated for 
classes. This not only kept up the number of persons taught 
but preserved the valuable relationship with teachers, students, 
and school authorities in Greater Cleveland. Excellent small 
exhibitions also justified visits of classes and general public and 
the May Show if abbreviated, was an outstanding success. 
Much actual teaching was done in the schools. A few statistics 
are interesting. Total adult attendance in the Education De- 
partment dropped from 42,000 to 17,000. The attendance of 
children dropped much less, from 109,000 to 92,000 while the 
children taught outside of the Museum increased from 39,000 
to $5,000. Adults taught outside of the Museum were about the 
same, 2,000. Hence total attendance only fell from 151,000 to 
109,000, much less than expected. 

A special tribute must be paid to the school systems of 
Cleveland, Cleveland Heights, Shaker Heights, and other 
suburbs. Their understanding of the problems involved, their 
sympathy and patience and their loyalty to the Museum and 
to their pattern of cooperation with the Museum was one of the

most heartening things in a time of real difficulty. They never 
failed the Museum when the Museum needed their help most. 
The same unquestioned loyalty and aid was given by Western 
Reserve University and by The Cleveland Institute of Art. 

The three teachers from the Cleveland Board of Education, 
Ronald Day, Supervisor in charge, Juanita Sheflee and Dorothy 
Taylor loyally faced a particularly difficult problem and 
triumphed over it, and a program of real value was made 
possible in the schools. It was a different emphasis which may 
perhaps turn out to be fortunate in pointing the way towards 
greater use of the Museum’s facilities in the future. The 
relationship with the schools has been made possible by the 
vision and understanding of Mark C. Schinnerer, Superinten- 
dent of the Cleveland Schools and by those who work so closely 
with him in this section of his task, Alfred Howell, Directing 
Supervisor of Art and his assistants, Mrs. Grace Langebrake, 
and Mrs. Helen Kutis. 

The grants from the Cleveland Heights and Shaker Heights 
systems continued as usual. Many more talks were given in the 
schools themselves even if the usual programs could not in all 
cases be continued. The five Shaker Heights teachers who work 
most intimately with the Museum continued their correlating 
meeting every Friday afternoon at the Old Art School. Other 
suburban schools packed as much as they could into the first 
three months of the year, hoping to increase their work when 
the Museum reopened. The same has been true of Laurel and 
Hathaway Brown schools. The Catholic schools because of 
transportation problems have used the Museum less than they 
have wished. Sister Alberta of St. Stanislaus and Sister Mary 
Xavier, Art Supervisor for the Cleveland Diocese have the 
Museum closely at heart and hope to find means to use the 
Museum’s facilities to a much greater degree in the future. 

The Saturday morning classes continued with surprising 
success and both teachers and children really enjoyed a new 
experience in roughing it for a while until the program resolved 
itself into a working pattern. It gave them a measure of com- 
parison with the Museum’s new facilities. As the Old Art 
School building had more room than the Museum, it was 
possible to take chartered groups from Parma. This was a 
pleasure because of their ready understanding and cooperation. 
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The free classes had to be curtailed because of space but 150 of 
the ablest students were chosen and invited to continue. 

The summer outdoor classes of course had to use the Old 
Art School building as home base and the enrollment was close 
to soo students. What is particularly interesting is that seventy 
Catholic schools were represented in that total, the result of 
close cooperation of Sister Mary Xavier. 

The motion picture program had to be discontinued after the 
Museum closed as there were no proper facilities which per- 
mitted such showings at the Old Art School. 

The art classes of Western Reserve University had to use 
class room space other than the Museum’s, but the slides and 
such other material as they needed were made available. They 
too and the students and faculty of The Cleveland Institute of 
Art will use the enlarged facilities which the reopening of the 
Museum will give. 

The past year in the Division of Circulating Exhibits is one 
which the Museum can point to with pride. While statistics may 
be lower they were excellent under the conditions which pre- 
vailed. Although a year crowded with unstable conditions, it is 
one which has been a turning point in the development of the 
division. The new quarters will permit a new level of accom- 
plishment because of their spacious and efficient physical set up. 
Material will be able to be classified and made easily available 
as never before. The continued emphasis on the purchase of fine 
exhibit material made possible in large measure by the Harold 
T. Clark Educational Extension Fund has been accelerated 
and in the moving much material no longer of value has been 
eliminated so that what has been retained is potentially much 
more useful. The small exhibitions shown in the Old Art School 
building through this department were tastefully displayed and 
were of great use during the period the Museum was closed. 

The Garden Center has aided where it could and it is hoped 
that the series of garden lectures can be continued so as to be 
of use to both organizations. 

The adult work was hampered unquestionably yet it is rather 
extraordinary that attendance statistics dropped so little. 
Certainly the Morgan Library Exhibition and the May Show 
proved to be the greatest drawing cards. 

The entire work of the department has been organized with 
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great efficiency and it is a great tribute to the department that 
the results achieved under difficult conditions have been so 
extraordinarily good. 


LIBRARY 


The Library combines many features. It is one of the best art 
research libraries in the country and the monies made available 
through Hanna Fund, $8,000 a year, have supplemented other 
funds and enabled the continued purchasing of the rare, 
necessary, and often extremely expensive items which an 
important library must secure. It serves Western Reserve 
University, the Cleveland Institute of Art and other institu- 
tions in the surrounding area. Special arrangements were made 
for regular users of slide and photographic material during the 
time the Museum was closed. Telephone requests were filled 
whenever possible and the material was picked up at the service 
entrance and as a result, the statistics for the vear are excellent. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLICITY 

The most important publicity of the year was that which 
centered around the Pierpont Morgan Library Exhibition. This 
had wide coverage throughout the State and brought many 
visitors in the last months before the Museum closed. This 
closing afforded many opportunities for good stories and also 
whetted the public’s anticipation of seeing the May Show in 
different quarters. The intimate character of the atmosphere 
created in the Old Art School was a cause of much comment. 
The intelligent and skillful handling of a move which might 
have caused great criticism brought instead a favorable re- 
action and with it a sense of pride in the fact that the Museum, 
in spite of the difficulties contingent on its building and re- 
arrangement had not failed its public by thus continuing to 
give valuable and useful service in temporary quarters. 


DEPARTMENT OF PHOTOGRAPHY 


When the Museum closed, this department was already in- 
stalled in its new, commodious, and beautifully planned 
quarters. They have insured a new quality in the work pro- 
duced and have permitted the necessary rephotographing of 
much material for the Handbook and for other publications.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 


When these publications appear at the time of the reopening 
of the Museum and the dedication of the New Wing, the extent 
and quality of the reproductions will pay tribute to new equip- 
ment ably used. It is a model department. 


DEPARTMENT OF PRINTING 


This department was one of those which were fortunate in 
moving into new and adequate quarters early. As the result 
they have been able for the first time to operate adequately. 
New multilith and other automatic equipment have enabled 
them to turn out with efficiency a great mass of necessary 
printing. While such bulk printing as the Bu/letin and cata- 
logues must be done outside, the department is now able and 
ready to do efficiently and quickly many items which had to be 
sent outside before, with attendant delay and greater expense. 
These items and other new items can thus be properly designed 
and supervised by the Museum with a resultant new level of 
quality, the quality which Museum printing should have. 
SALES DESK 

Of necessity the year was one of reorganization and plan- 
ning. Yet, in the three months when the Museum was 
open, the sales were excellent and the experiment of selling 
Christmas cards at the Old Art School building in November 
and December was surprisingly successful. Certainly, with an 
adequate and well placed Sales Desk in the New Wing, it is 
anticipated that Museum publications, reproductions and 
Christmas cards will be in far greater demand. Two new 


Christmas cards and six new colored postcards were published 
during the year. 


REGISTRAR 


At no time has the task of the Registrar been more compli- 
cated and important. It was necessary to keep a record of 
temporary locations. It was possible to make a check and 
inventory of several departments and it will be necessary to 
record anew each and every object as it is placed in gallery or 
in storage. The large and adequate space allotted to the de- 
partment will allow for all future growth and will permit a 
systematic restudy of the photograph filing cards and the actual 
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photographic files which are the record of the majority of 
objects in the Museum’s collection. 


COMPTROLLER’S DEPARTMENT 


With the doubling in size of the Museum and the tremen- 
dous growth of funds at the Museum’s disposal, this depart- 
ment takes a new and dominant part in the control of expendi- 
tures. At the Annual Meeting of the Board of Trustees, the 
Comptroller was given the new title of Operations Adminis- 
trator and this title emphasizes his particular responsibilities 
in relation to the entire Museum. He is responsible for the 
various insurances carried by the Museum and follows closely 
all contracts for service, the pension, hospitalization, and _ all 
matters which concern the services the Museum renders its 
employees, are under his control. 


TEA ROOM 


The Tea Room was closed to the public on April 1 but 
arrangements were made in the West section of the New Wing 
so that hot food could be served to the staff. This very great 
service was particularly important at a time when there was 
such a demand upon the time and energies of the Museum 
workers. The new Restaurant with cafeteria service will be a 
boon to Museum visitors and staff alike and will be beautifully 
placed in the East section of the New Wing with a view giving 
directly upon the exterior Court. 


DEPARTMENT OF BUILDING AND GROUNDS 


Upon no department has the burden of moving and re- 
arrangement fallen with such an impact. The complexity of the 
necessary moves, each one dove-tailing with the next, needed 
special and exact scheduling and these moves have been carried 
through with precision and a minimum of confusion. A portion 
of the heavy moving was handled by an outside firm and they 
cooperated fully. 

What complicated the problems were the two moves of 
material and equipment to the Old Art School building and the 
evacuation of the material from that building in December. 
Further than that it was necessary to keep both buildings 
going, properly guarded, heated and maintained. The very fact 
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that they were separated by a considerable distance made it 
even more complicated. No employee of the Museum was dis- 
missed but in some cases it was necessary to re-locate them in 
other jobs or assign added duties. 

Many hours were taken in learning about new equipment 
and progressively through the year as sections of the Museum 
and their equipment were turned over, the new responsibilities 
had to be allocated, completely studied and fully understood. 

The problem of cleaning, re-cleaning and cleaning again 
endlessly, was entailed by the progressive stages of the con- 
struction and by the necessity of fighting the great enemy, 
dust. The porters did an excellent and tireless job and as they 
were gradually increased in numbers, the new employees learned 
bit by bit the problem of keeping the Museum “‘spic and span.” 
The housekeeping of the Museum has always been something 
of which it has been proud and all the newest and most efficient 
methods have been studied. 

The guard force has been used to guard the sections of the 
Museum as each part was turned over. They have been sta- 
tioned in the galleries used for “‘dead storage,” keeping in this 
way a strict check on Museum material. They have been 
stationed in the Old Art School building. They have fulfilled 
the jobs of night watchmen, parking lot attendants and many 
other necessary services. They have done it all with a gracious- 
ness and willingness which will be a model for the greatly 
enlarged force that the new building will need. 

The Fine Arts Garden and grounds about the Museum now 
greatly extended, have been beautifully maintained by their 
Superintendent, Malcolm Martin. The new exterior Court 
which was planted in the Spring and Fall needed constant care. 
This has been done with devotion and efficiency. The Fine Arts 
Garden gives an incomparable setting for the front of the 
Museum. Now it is incumbent that the new parking lot and 
areas to the North be as beautifully maintained. 

So much has been done by so many, by Trustees, by the 
President, by members of the staff in every echelon that it is 
dificult to express the deep sense of gratitude which is their 
due. The final result is the result of team play, of unselfish 
devotion on the part of many. 

It is hard to express the personal sense of gratitude of the 
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writer of this report, the last report that will come from his 
hands. Few individuals have been blessed with such friendship 
and devotion, few have had such unstinted cooperation and 
consideration. Everyone has been a cog in a great organization 
working for an ideal far bigger than any individual and in the 
selflessness of that service, they have achieved the rare quality, 
the rare esprit-de-corps which has always characterized The 
Cleveland Museum of Art and its personnel. As the Museum 
re-dedicates itself to greater service in the future, it is eternally 
indebted to those individuals who in every walk of life have 
worked with it and who have made possible the realization of 
a great and splendid dream.
